“T don’t think a company ought 
to refuse any request from a union 
with respect to union security just 
because they think the men can’t 
strike in the face of public opinion,” 
he said. “And I don’t think a union 
ought to strike for a closed shop 
just because they know we are in 
an emergency.” 


Food Supply Ample 
At Least for Year 


So far as the next year is con- 
cerned, there is no danger of Amer- 
icans going begging for lack of ade- 
quate food supplies, according to 
the department of agriculture. 


food prices is continuing. 

Other retail prices have 
also gone up rapidly; on 
July 1, furniture was 1214 
per cent above a year ago; 
cotton wash goods, 8 per 
cent higher; and floor cov- 
erings, 6 per cent higher. 

It is generally felt that 
unless this upward price 
movement is soon brought 
under control, serious in- 
flation will result with 
great loss to workers. 

It is estimated that an 
annual income of $2,126 is 
required to maintain a 
minimum adequate living 
standard for a Family of 
five at today’s prices. This 
means a wage of $1.02 an 
hour with a 40-hour week 
and full employment. A 
bare subsistence living 
standard for a family of 
four can be maintained 
with an income of $1,406 
a year, or 6714 cents an 
hour.”

It demanded that werkers laid off

He named an 
emergency national committee on 
automobile employment to work 
on the problem, and announced 
that communities and industries 
hard hit by layoffs would receive 
special attention.

The children’s bureau reported 
this week that, since this part of 
the act went into effect in 1936, 
such diagnosis and aid have been 
received by 298,080 children, and 
that the number will “eventually 
exceed 400,000.” 


Even such large figures, however, 
cannot convey to the mind and 
heart the full meaning of this part 
of the law fathered by Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner, New York’s great 


legislator and humanitarian. Its 
meaning can better be felt from 
letters written by the individual 


children and their parents. 
Samples of such letters are in the 
report. In one case, two letters will 
tell about a boy “before and after 
taking” Uncle Sam’s cure.

“Then we found out that he is 
paralyzed on his right side. He 
limps and cannot use his right 
arm. He is such a fine, straight 
and tall boy, 9 years old and 
bright, in the fourth grade in 
school.” 


After this boy was given the 
needed treatment, the children’s 
bureau received this report: 

“This patient was admitted to 
the state hospital and is now 
ready for discharge. The right 
arm was treated by placing the 
shoulder and arm in a plaster 
cast. Later, both the arm and 


foot responded very well to 
physiotherapy, and _ surgical 
treatment was found to be un- 
pacceaaay.”

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Facing the Facts 


Most people would like to try to forget about the war in Europe for a 
while but it is affecting our daily lives more and more each day. The 
blunt facts are that we may still escape direct intervention in the war 
itself but we cannot escape its effects. 


In one sense, the recent meeting at sea between President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill was reassuring. That is the flat statement 
by the president after his safe return that the conference did not bring 
the United States any nearer to war. 


Another encouraging feature of the historic meeting was the joint 
declaration of peace aims issued by the leaders of the two countries, 
Americans will be able to find no fault with this eight-point program, 
other than that it was couched in vague terms. Even this is readily 
understandable in view of the indecisiveness of the war situation. But 
it is obvious by now that this statement of peace aims was not directed 
so much at the American and British people as at the oppressed men 
and women under the harsh rule of Hitler and his fellow dictators. To 
them it gave promise of a square deal and future peace once they are 
able to throw off the yoke of totalitarianism. 


WHAT ABOUT RUSSIA? 

What we would really like to know about this conference at sea, how- 
ever, were the things that were not revealed and probably won’t be until 
the war is over. Secrecy may be all right for the dictators, but the Amer- 
ican and British people have an unconquerable desire to know what it 
is all about when their future is being decided for them. 


And another thing that is somewhat disturbing to most Americans is 
the question of just how far this country is being committed in aiding 
the defense of soviet Russia. 

Out of the sea conference came the announcement that a three-power 
parley would be held in Moscow in the near future—with representatives 
of the United States, Great Britain and Joe Stalin participating—to de-| 
termine how Anglo-American assistance to the soviets can be speeded. 

Now there's a situation that must give us pause. We're resigned to the | 
fact that we must help Russia but we have no yen at all to become pals | 
and allies with that guy Stalin. In many respects Stalin and communism | 
are just as hateful to the American people as Hitler and nazism. 

The executive council of the American Federation of Labor summed 
up the attitude of the great majority of American workers on this im-| 
| portant question in a recent statement on foreign policy. 
| The council said soviet Russia was an enemy of American democracy. | 
An even greater enemy, since it is more of a direct threat to our safety, | 
| is nazi Germany. It is good sense for us to help one of our enemies lick | 
an even more threatening enemy, but in the name of common sense 
don’t let’s make pals of either of them in the process, 
| SPLIT-UP BETWEEN PALS 
| It is an inescapable truth that soviet Russia is not a democracy. Her | 
form of government is just as totalitarian as that of nazi Germany, In| 
| fact, only up to a couple of months ago, soviet Russia and nazi Germany | 
were allied against the democracies. Their sudden split-up has given the 
democracies a welcome breathing-spell during which we can strengthen 
our defenses 

As we look at it, if soviet Russia licks Hitler the United States will get 
a big break. We need fear no external aggression from Stalin. His boys 
are out to bore from within. But if Hitler conquers Russia, the threat of 
aggression against the United States may become intensified because 
then he will have greater supplies and added power to throw into the 
fight against the western hemisphere. Therefore, it is practical strategy 
for us to help Russia lick Hitler. 

But if we embrace soviet Russia as an ally and kiss the communists 
in Russia on both cheeks, just think what an opening that would give 
the communists in this country to continue their work of disintegrating 
American democracy from within. Of course, the communists will say 
that’s the farthest thing from their thoughts. They will insist they want 
to make America stronger now so that it will better be able to help 
Russia. 

Yet it wouldn't surprise us much if the actual trend of thought of the 
communists in this country were following an entirely different direc- 
tion. We can almost hear them thinking out loud. “Our boy Stalin is on 
the spot,” they are saying. “The chances are he will get licked. If so, the 
only communist regime in the world will be destroyed. Wouldn’t it be 
a smart thing for us to go to work quietly right now to gain control of 
the United States so that the communists won’t lose out altogeher?” 

Our answer to that must be that America will not relax her guard but 
will redouble precautions against communist penetration of our own 
defense even while we are helping communist Russia defend herself 
against Hitler.

Food Prices 
Still Moving 
Skyward 


62 Per Cent Rise Over 
Last Year Reported by 
Department of Labor 


The only way is up, so far 
as living costs are concerned.

Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins reported that about 700,000 fac- 
tory workers received pay increases 
during the period from May 15 to 
June 15. A total of 2,200,000 em- 
ployes in manufacturing industries 


received increases during the three | 


months ending June 15. 
She said that hourly earnings in 
manufacturing industries averaged 


increase of 1.8 per cent over May 
and 10.6 per cent over June, 1940, 
and that weekly earnings in fac- 
tories were $31.34 in June, up 3.1 
per cent from the previous month 
and 23.3 per cent above the 1940 
month. The additional increase in 
weekly earnings as compared with
